covered with long hair, He had Joit the crrangements of 
words, and order of language.

prze ; and, jike fome wild animals in delaris, whith bave 
fufiered by the treachery of the human race, or have an in. 
Rinétive abhorrence of it, he would have fled like light. 
ving from me if he could,
